ARES/RACES CONTINUE FLOOD 
RESPONSE 


Amateur Radio Emergency Service and Radio 
Amateur Civil Emergency Service groups in North 
Caroline and Virginia continue efforts to respond 
to flooding resulting from Hurricane Floyd. Some 
parts of the region received additional rain this 
week as a result of Hurricane Gert. 


North Carolina suffered its worst flooding 
~ disaster ever due to Hurricane Floyd. “As far as I 
can tell, we’re still on the uphill slope,”. North 
Carolina Section Manager Reed Whitten, AB4W, 
said this week. “There’s no reason to believe things 
will get better soon.” Whitten estimated that 
upwards of 300 amateurs statewide are actively 
involved in the Hurricane Floyd response. Whitten 
said hams are staffing EOCs and shelters, handling 
traffic, and acting as net control stations, as well 
as supporting outside relief efforts by the Red 
Cross, the Salvation Army, and others. 
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“Amateur Radio Emergency Service/RACES 
is providing backup communications between the 
eight Southern Baptist Convention mobile kitchens 
and the American Red Cross to support their joint 
feeding efforts,” Whitten said Thursday. He said 
the Red Cross also enlisted Amateur Radio 
technical assistance in locating a site for and 
installing a Red Cross UHF repeater system. “This 
system, using Red Cross equipment, should be 
operational early next week,” Whitten said. 


The American Red Cross currently is housing 
some 6000 people in 65 shelters in North Carolina, 
and hams also are providing communication for 
evacuees. The Salvation Army is operating mobile 
feeding units and one shelter. 


Relief operators continue to be scheduled to 
travel into hard-hit Edgecome County. Amateur 


Radio operators also are providing communication 


for the State Emergency Operation Center in 
Raleigh and in Pitt, Edgecome, Craven, Hertford 
and other counties. Amateurs from North and 
South Carolina have traveled to the affected area 
to assist. 


Most of the problems result from flooding of 
the Tar, Neuse, Cape Fear, and Lumber, rivers in 
eastern North Carolina. The town of Tarboro was 
completely cut off by the flooding of the Tar River, 
and relief workers have had to be transported in 
and out via helicopter. 


While most amateur traffic is being handled 
on VHF and UHF, the statewide Tar Heel 
Emergency Net on HF is operating from 8 AM until 
midnight to support state amd county operations. 
Whitten has requested that the FCC rescind the 
voluntary communications emergency for 3923 
and 7232 kHz in North Carolina. 


To the north, Virginia Section Manager Lynn 
Gahagen, AF4CD, reports the City of Franklin— 
near the North Carolina border—has experienced 
its worst flooding ever with the downtown area 
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and businesses under more than 12 feet of water. 


Nearly all traffic going in and out of Franklin— . 


including police and fire communication—is being 
handled by ham radio. He said hams were using 
VHF and repeaters for the most part, and he 
predicted telephone service could be out for another 
couple of weeks or more. 


Elsewhere, the Southern Florida ARES Net 
activated on HF as Tropical Storm Harvey brushed 
Southern Florida Monday and Tuesday. Assistant 
SEC and Net Manager Jim Goldsberry, KD4GR, 
reports more than 400 people took advantage of 
Red Cross shelters in Pinellas County overnight. 
Other shelters were open in Lee and Polk counties. 
The EOC was staffed in Highlands County. 


The Hurricane Watch Net activated this week 
for Hurricane Gert. Net Control Station Mike 
Pilgrim, KSMP, said Hurricane Gert passed to the 
east of Bermuda leaving only minor damage. The 
Net closed after it became clear that Tropical Storm 
Harvey had ceased to be a threat. 


PROFESSIONAL MEDIA AWARD DEADLINE 
LOOMS 


Friday, October 1, is the deadline for entries in 
ARRL’s professional media award. Previously 
announced as the Golden Antenna Award, the 
official name was changed to honor the late Bill 
Leonard, W2SKE, a former President of CBS 
News. This award will go to a professional 
journalist—or group—for outstanding coverage of 
Amateur Radio in TV, radio, print or multimedia. 
The winner will receive an engraved plaque and 
$500. 


In Amateur Radio circles, Bill Leonard is 
remembered for his 1958 contribution to Sports 
Illustrated, “The Battle of the Hams,” which 
describes the “sport of DXing.” In November of 
1996, Leonard was inducted into the Broadcasting 
and Cable Fall of Fame. Leonard became a Silent 
Key in 1994. 


“We feel that Bill’s impressive news career and 
dedication to Amateur Radio makes him the perfect 
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namesake for this award program,” said Dave Bell, 
W6AQ, Chairman of ARRL’s Public Relations 
Committee. Members of the PR Committee will 
judge the entries and select this year’s winner. 


HARVARD’S WIAF: 90 YEARS OLD AND 
STILL GOING STRONG 


The Harvard Wireless Club celebrates its 
claimed status as the oldest Amateur Radio club in 
the US with a special event operation on the 
weekend of October 2-3. During the club’s 90th 
anniversary observance, members will attempt to 
work as many stations as possible around the world. 


The Harvard Wireless Club—an ARRL- 
affilated club—dates its origin to early 1909, when 
it was founded by Prof. George W. Pierce. First 
known as the Radio Society of the Institute for 
Geographic Exploration at Harvard, the club 
assumed its current name the following year. The 
WIAF call sign dates back to the early 1920s. 


Frank Wright, N3O0QB, is the current club_ 


president. 


This year’s 90th anniversary special event 
October 2 and 3 will include operation from three 
HF positions and one VHF position. W1AF will 
be on the air each day from 1200 to 0000 UTC— 
24 hours in all. HF SSB frequencies include 389, 
7270, 14,270, 21,370 and 28,390 kHz. HF CW 
will be 35 kHz up from the lower band edges. On 
VHF, look for WIAF on 50.150, 144.200 and 
432.150 MHz SSB 


A special 90th anniversary QSL card will be 
available for stations working W1AF during the 
special event. QST to Harvard Wireless Club, 
WIAF, Harvard University, 6 Linden St, 
Cambridge, MA 02138. For more information, 
contact the club at wlaf@harvard.edu.

IN BRIEF: 


* Taiwan hams seek clear frequency: for 
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earthquake traffic: Following the severe 
earthquake September 21 in Taiwan, hams there 
set up an emergency network on 7060 kHz. In an 
internet posting, Michael Chen, BDS5RV/4, has 
asked hams to keep that frequency clear for 
emergency communication, and to listen on that 
frequency for any BV signal and help to relay. The 
‘quake and aftershocks have claimed more than 
1700 lives and injured upwards of 10,000 people. 


* Ham radio may have TV role: Amateur Radio 
may play a role in NBC’s new show Third Watch, 
which premiered September 23 (the show’s regular 
time slot will be on Sundays at 8 PM Eastern). 
Several months ago, ARRL Media Relations 
Manager Jennifer Hagy, NITDY, was contacted 
by a production company staff member who 
wanted information on ham radio. At the time, 
she said that one of the main Third Watch characters 
would also be an Amateur Radio operator. No word 
on how large a role ham radio might have. 


* AMSAT-NA directors elected: AMSAT-NA 
has announced the results of its Board of Directors 
election. Chosen to serve two-year terms on the 
board were Dick Daniels, W4PUJ; Bill Tynan, 
W3X0O; Robin Haighton, VE3FRH; and Barry 
Baines, WD4ASW. Mike Gilchrist, KF4FDJ, will 
serve as the alternate until the next election. 


* 9M2MAZ named UN Director for Outer 
Space Affairs: Mazian Othman, 9M2MAZ, of 
Malaysia, has been appointed United Nations 
Director for Outer Space Affairs. The position is a 
two-year appointment based in Vienna, Austria. 
Othman is the first woman from a developing 
country to be appointed to the post, which oversees 


UN space activities. 


* Hiram L. “Hi” Kennicott, WORBD, SK: 
Hiram L. “Hi” Kennicott, WORBD, of Highland . 
Park, Illinois died in late August. He was 82. An 
active ham since the mid-1930s, Kennicott was 
senior vice president of the Kemper Insurance 
Group before his retirement in 1979. A memorial 
service was August 28. Survivors include a son 
and a daughter: Memorial donations may be made 
to Trinity Episcopal Church, 425 Laurel Ave, 
Highland Park, Ill.

* Y2K preparedness net forms: Bill Schenker, 
KG4DHJ, in Alabama has announced formation 
of a nightly Y2K Net on or about 14.275 MHzat 8 
PM Central Time. “We’re going to focus on the 
nitty gritty of Y2K preparations in general,” he 
says, adding that he hopes the effort will encourage 
the development of regional Y2K nets. For more 
information, contact Bill Schenker, KG4DHIJ, 
wjs @linkfast.net. 


* Handy beam headings from the Web: 
Sometimes it’s difficult and time consuming to 
calculate beam headings when working stations in 
the Continental US and Caribbean.

ULS VANITY PROCESSING INCHES 
FORWARD (ARRL Ltr v18 #35, 9/3/99) 


The FCC’s new Universal Licensing System 
has moved a bit closer to resuming full-scale 
amateur vanity callsign processing. 


Several lucky applicants who had submitted 
call sign requests in the pre-ULSera benefited in 
recent days from some “live” testing of the ULS 
vanity processing system. A few not-so-lucky 
applicants learned this week, however, that the FCC 
had to rescind some of those vanity grants it 
cranked out—and should not have—during those 
“test runs.” 


Until last week, no vanity call signs had been 
granted since August 4. The ULS has been 
accepting vanity applications since it inaugurated 
the ULS for the Amateur Service August 16, 
however. 


Some 30 vanity call sign applications dating 
from July were processed September 16. The FCC 
ran a batch of another 50 or so vanity applications 
September 21. “We’re taking it slow,” a ULS 
spokesperson said. 


But while reviewing the vanity applications 
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processed, FCC personnel found some that should 
not have been granted in the first place, because 
the applicants made various fatal errors in the 
application process. The FCC says those call signs 
will be canceled and the applications dismissed. 


‘And there will be plenty more, I’m sure,” the 
spokesperson said, anticipating additional 
dismissals down the road. The FCC has the option 
of rescinding any grant within 30 days. 


Barring any unforeseen major problems, the 
FCC anticipates additional “live test” runs before 
resuming full-scale vanity processing, possibly by 
month’s end. Once that happens, vanity call sign 
processing will occur every day for eligible 
applications based on date of receipt. 


Gone under ULS are weekly processing runs 
and the dreaded work-in-process—or WIPs—stack 


of applications that were kicked out of the former 


automated system and designated for manual 
processing. Under the ULS, applications that would 


have gotten an additional manual review in the past 


now will be automatically dismissed and returned 
to the applicant for correction and refiling. © 


Vanity applications not accompanied by 
payments within the 10-day deadline will be 
dismissed automatically. The ULS now permits 
applicants to make credit card payments on-line. 
The fee for a vanity call sign application increased 
to $14 on September 14. 


In the wake of comments and criticisms about 
the difficulty of having to configure a dial-up 
connection with a particular browser (Netscape 
version4.5 or higher, and version 4.61 preferred) 
to file an application, the ULS Task Force says it’s 
planning to convert to electronic filing via the — 
Internet. But a spokesperson says that is not likely 
to happen for another six to nine months. In the 
meantime, some have opted to file a paper Form605 
instead.

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FCC DISMISSES FOUR APPLICATIONS AS 
EXAM AUDIT CONTINUES (ARRL Ltr v18 
#38, 9/24/99) 


The FCC has dismissed four Amateur Radio 


applications resulting from an examination session 
in Yonkers, New York, last spring, but its 
investigation continues. 


FCC Legal Adviser for Enforcement Riley 
Hollingsworth wrote the four applicants two 
months ago seeking answers to specific questions 
about the May 2, 1999, session conducted by Metro 
70 cm Network Amateur Radio Club Volunteer 
Examiners under the ARRL-VEC. All four were 
warned that failure to provide the requested 
information would lead to dismissal of their 
applications. On September 9, Hollingsworth wrote 
the same four applicants to dismiss their pending 
applications. 


Dismissed were an Amateur Extra upgrade 
application from Keith Murphy,KB2YOI, of 
Spring Valley, New York; a Tech Plus upgrade 
application from Keith Jones, KC2EDT, of 
Brooklyn, New York; an Advanced upgrade 
application from Winston A. Tulloch, KC2ALN, 
of Paterson, New Jersey; and an application for a 
Technician license from Claudies Anderson of 
Detroit, Michigan. 


The FCC says Murphy, Jones, and Tulloch 
failed to respond to the initial inquiry, while 
Anderson told the FCC that the test papers the FCC 
questioned him about were not the ones he’d turned 
in at the exam session. 


All four applicants were advised September 9 
that “the issues surrounding the examination 
session” will have to be resolved before the FCC 
entertains another Amateur Radio application from 
any of them. 


Hollingsworth told the ARRL that the next step 


in the investigation would be to contact the 
Volunteer Examiners at the session. 
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In its initial inquiries to Murphy, Tulloch, and 
Anderson, the FCC questioned the appearance of 
blue markings next to most answers and asked 
which marks the applicants had placed on the 
answer sheets and if any marks were already on 
the sheet when it was handed out. The FCC 
similarly queried Jones about his Morse code 
answer sheet, asking if it was the only one he’d 
filled out on May 2 and if any of the answers were 
modified after he’d turned in the sheet; the others 
who took code tests were asked if they had written 
down any of their copy, and, if so, what they did 
with those notes. 


Anderson also was asked if he was actually 
present at the test session and if he’d had access to 
an answer template before or during the test 
session. All four applicants also were asked to name 
the Volunteer Examiners who handed out their 
paperwork and to whom they gave their completed 
answer sheets, as well as any discussions they 
might have had with the examiners. 


LEAGUE OPPOSES LA COUNTY 
EXPERIMENTAL VIDEO PROPOSAL (ARRL 
Lir v18, #38, 9-24-99) 


The ARRL has asked the FCC to deny an 
experimental license application by Los Angeles 
County, California, to develop a public safety video 
system on the 2.4 GHz band. The LA County 
proposal, filed August 9, seeks FCC authorization 
to develop an experimental system using four 10- 
MHz channels to transmit video images from 
helicopter-borne cameras to five remote receiving 
sites with active tracking antennas. The signals then 
would be retransmitted via terrestrial links to the 
public safety agencies involved. 


In its objection, filed September 23 with the 
FCC, the League called the LA County proposal a 
“foot in the door’ toward gaining a permanent berth 
in the2.4 GHz band. “It is obvious from the 
experimental proposal that the County wishes to 
construct the entire system and then simply stay 
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there,” the League said. The ARRL said the FCC 
should authorize nothing more than a single 10- 
MHz video channel for a single transmitter aboard 
a single helicopter, to allow interference studies to 
be conducted. 


LA County already is licensed for video 
operations on a single 2.4 GHz channel but says it 
encounters operational conflicts with broadcasters. 
The proposal targets the 2402-2448 MHz band, 
characterizing it as “underutilized” and asserting 
that current occupants—including Amateur Radio 
and industrial, scientific and medical 
instrumentation—would not suffer harmful 
interference. Amateurs have a primary domestic 
allocation at2402-2417 MHz. 


The League’s objection said LA County’s 2.4 
GHz monitoring study was” significantly flawed” 
and “woefully insufficient,” and that LA County 
would be unable to avoid causing “constant, 
harmful interference” to incumbent users. Citing 
ATV repeaters and video links as well as proposed 
amateur satellite operation, the League said, the 
2.4 GHz band enjoys significant use by the LA 
area Amateur Radio community. The League said 
these systems, and those of other amateur users, 
would be “seriously degraded or displaced” by 
deployment of the proposed experimental system. 


The decision to grant the proposed 
experimental license is up to the FCC Office of 
Engineering and Technology’s Experimental 
Licensing Division. In making its decision, 
however, the OET is expected to consult with the 
Wireless Telecommunications Bureau, which 
oversees Amateur Radio and the other affected 
services on 2.4 GHz. 


In a separate, but related, filing on September 
1, Los Angeles County and the cities of Los 
Angeles, Long Beach and Burbank requested a 
declaratory ruling from the FCC to “clarify its rules 
to facilitate public safety operations on the 2450- 
2483 MHz band” and to explore other spectrum 
allocations “to accommodate the growing demand 
for public safety airborne operation.” 
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FCC SETS SIGHTS ON BEEFED-UP 10-METER 
ENFORCEMENT (ARRL Ltr v38, #37, Fs 
17, 1999) 


The FCC’s Legal Adviser for Enforcement Riley 
Hollingsworth says hams can expect more rigorous 
enforcement on 10 meter issues next year. Over 
the Labor Day weekend, Hollingsworth told 
visitors to the Shelby Hamfest in North Carolina 
that the next area of enforcement would be the 
encroachment of unlicensed individuals into the 
10-meter band and a crackdown on illegal RF 
amplifiers. His announcement drew loud applause 
from the Shelby crowd. Hollingsworth elaborated 
on the comments this week in an interview 
concerning this and other enforcement issues. 


“We’re coming on to ten months of rejuvenated 
amateur enforcement now, and two issues are 
clear—two areas we need to really crank up on 
next year, “Hollingsworth said. “One is the 
incursion into 10 meters by unlicensed operators— 
CBers and so forth. The other is sales of illegal 
equipment on the Internet and at hamfests.” 


At Shelby, Hollingsworth told the crowd that 
he’d spotted more illegal equipment at Shelby that 
he’d seen last May at the Dayton Hamvention. At 
the Hamvention, FCC Field Office personnel from 
Detroit warned several vendors about potential 
violations involving RF amplifiers. 


The Shelby Hamfest, held at the Cleveland 
County Fairgrounds, is best known for is flea 
market, not for its forums, but Hollingsworth still 
managed to draw a standing-room-only crowd for 
his Sunday morning presentation. After addressing 
the overflow forum audience, Shelby Hamfest 
organizers hastily scheduled a second forum and 
rearranged the room to gain more seating. 
Hollingsworth was scheduled to appear at the 
Virginia State Convention in Virginia Beach 
September 18-19.

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initiative aimed at call sign hoarders has met with 
some success. “I appreciate the people who have 
come in on their own and either turned in or 
trimmed down the number of club callsigns that 
they had,” he said this week. During a two-week 
period in late August, Hollingsworth said 43 call 
signs voluntarily were turned back to the FCC 
without any prompting. 


Hollingsworth says he’s received replies from 
all of the letters the FCC has sent to multiple call 
sign holders, including members of the Tucker 
family in La Mirada, California. On June 30, the 
FCC requested that family patriarch Roy T. Tucker, 
N6TK, and other licensees in the Tucker family 
provide justification in writing for the two dozen 
or so club call signs held by various family 
members. 


“I have about a half a dozen cases in the 
hopper,” Hollingsworth said of the call sign 
inquiries initiative, but added that he’s deferring 
judgment on whether the message has gotten across 


to the amateur community. “I would like to think 
so,” he said, “but I won’t know until I’ ve seen these 
responses.” His stack includes replies from the 
Tucker family, who have hired an attorney to 
handle the FCC inquiry. 


Hollingsworth says he’s optimistic that an 
anticipated FCC internal reorganization that will 
create a new Enforcement Bureau will occur no 
later than the end of the year but could be as early 
as October 1—the start of the new federal fiscal 
year. Hollingsworth has assured that the change 
will have no effect on Amateur Radio enforcement 
efforts—John Kanode, N4MM, provided some 
information for this report 


Spectrum bill tops 100 cosponsors: ARRL 
Legislative and Public Affairs Manager Steve 
Mansfield, NIMZA, reports that more than 100 
Members of Congress have agreed to be 
cosponsors for HR-783, the Amateur Radio 
Spectrum Protection Act. Four more signed aboard 
following the August recess, raising the total 
number of cosponsors to 106.

The Council is a group of ARES & RACES 
appointed officials and other interested volunteers. 
Our objective is to encourage planning and training 
on a regional basis so that hams from different 
jurisdictions are able to work more smoothly in 
support of each other’s activities. This is especially 
important when an event is long term or widespread 
like search and rescue or disaster operations (for 
example) can be. Our meetings and nets are open 
to any interested amateur. 


NCAC Net: Sunday, 9 PM on 146.91 (-) 


Marine Corps Marathon: By the time you 
receive this MCM 99 will be history. Amateur radio 
has supported the Marine Corps and Navy Medical 
Staff for this activity for well over twenty years. I 
can remember being on an ambulance in the early 
years when there was no common means of 
communications between medical personnel. No 
one appreciates the difference we’ve made over 
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the years better than I! 


Even though we don’t ride on or dispatch the 
ambulances anymore, our roll in MCM grows 
every year. This year we will have deployed one- 
hundred amateur radio volunteers. Volunteers come 
from DC, Maryland and Virginia and we’ve had 
some drop in from Pennsylvania & even 
Washington State. 


Directed nets co-located with Arlington County 
Fire Department personnel and Navy Medical 
Control assist with delivery of supplies and 
personnel and watch for runners having difficulty 
or potential problems on the course and there isn’t 
any part of the course that is not seen directly by 
someone on one of our nets. Hams on bikes 
circulate in congested areas where vehicles can’t 
go and often transport needed medical supplies 
between aid stations. 


The job of planning and coordination is a 
considerable one. Using primarily simplex 
frequencies with repeater back-up, each one is 
tested from each stop along the route to eliminate 
any that might have interference problems. 
Volunteers are polled and assigned according to 
their background and available equipment. 
Computer programming designed by amateurs 
links a digital net passing sensitive patient 
information and census statistics to medical 
control.

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With the summer season a fond memory and 
fall activities now in full swing, those of us here at 
OVH have been staying busy with a number of 
ham related activities. A recent meeting was held 
on the subject of VDEN (Virginia Digital 
Emergency Network). Mike Kelly (AB4YY) 
presented an enlightening as well as informative 
discussion of this network which is primarily 
designed for emergency communication to and 
from the Virginia Emergency Operations Center 
in Richmond, VA. Mike presented maps showing 
the location of various nodes within the network 
and how they are interconnected. The main packet 
frequency for VDEN is 145.730 at 1200 baud and 
additional information about VDEN is located at 
the following internet address: http:// 
users.erols.com/sagers. 


A presentation was given by one of our own 
club members, Art Whittum, (KW4AW) about 
radio direction finding techniques. Some of these 
include: construction techniques for direction 
finding antennas ( not to mention displaying a 
couple of these antennas and demonstrating how 
they work), a discussion on methods used for 
locating the source of radio signals as well as some 
practical examples on putting these techniques to 
use (an example was finding a transceiver that was 
locked in the transmit mode which was causing 
interference to one of the club’s repeater). Many 
thanks to Art for providing an interesting and 
informative discussion on this topic. 


OVH provided communications support for the 
Nokesville Fun Run and Bike Tour on September 
25th which was sponsored by the PWC Park 
Authority. OWVH has worked with the Park 
Authority in the past to help with this event and it 
was once again a great success. The point was 
brought home how important amateur radio can 
be in providing emergency communications in two 
situations on Saturday. First when one of the 
runners suffered from dehydration, radio 
communications were used to call net control for 
a rescue squad. Net control in turn gave the 
message to Park Authority officials who called the 
request in on their cellular phone. This shows that 
even with modern cellular communications being 
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readily available there is still a place for the support 
of amateur radio in this type of event. The second 
instance occurred when one of the bike riders fell 
off of his bike while traveling on a short stretch of 
gravel road. The first ones on the scene were OVH 
members who stayed with the biker and made sure 
he was okay. Luckily he received only minor 
scratches but if it had been more than that, medical 
aid would have been available more quickly due 
to the presence of amateur radio. Many thanks to 
Larry (KA4CTX) for his help in coordinating 
OVH’s participation in this event with the Park | 
Authority as well as the following members of 
OVH who volunteered their time to help out with 
this event: Art (KW4AW), Steve (N4OGR), Jan 
(KE4TMW), Jim (WD40JY), Ruth (KU4WH), 
Jim (N30DZ), Milt (N4SN), Brian (KE4GKH), 
Keith (KM4AA) and Brian (KE4NFK). Also a 
special thank you goes out to Steve (N4¢OGR) for 
bringing his portable mast antenna which was put 
up at about 25 feet with a Ringo Ranger on top. 
This helped net control as well as other stations 
use low power for handling communications during 
this event.

September Meeting 


Nineteen people (14 members and five guests) 
attended the 18 September meeting of Vic Clark 
Chapter 91 of QCWA at Neighbor’s Restaurant in 
Vienna. President Terry Hines, N4ZH, presided. 


Program 


Dave Buckwalter, KC3CL/KG4CL, told us 
about his experiences in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, 
where he had four tours of duty in the U.S. Navy 
from 1972 to 1991. His talk was lively and 
augmented by many 35mm slides. 


He spoke of the history of the base (the oldest 
U.S. military base, and the only one in a 
Communist country) and what it’s like to live there 
and be a Ham there. 


The perimeter of the 5.4-square-mile base is 
surrounded by a doubly-fenced compound, the 
inner fence guarded by the U.S. Marine Corps, and 
the outer fence guarded by the Cuban militia. The 
fences enclose the largest mine field in the free 
world; not much crosses it except for an occasional 
iguana. 


“GITMO” was established as a U.S. military 
base in 1903 by treaty following the Spanish- 
American War. The annual rent was set at $1200 
payable in gold. In 1934, the treaty was revised 
and the annual rent went to $4085 payable by 
check. Since Fidel Castro came to power, only 
one of those checks has been cashed-the rest are 
being held by the Cuban government as part of its 
protest against the presence of the U.S. base in 
Cuba. 
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Castro cut off the water supply to the base in 
1954. In response, the U.S. installed an oil-fired 
power generation and desalination plant. In 1959, 
the gates to the base were closed, and it has been 
isolated by the Cuban government ever since. All 
the base’s infrastructure and supplies are supplied 
from by ships entering Guantanamo Bay. The 
Cuban civilians who worked on the base either 
defected and remained to live on the base, or are 
subject to being strip-searched by the Cuban militia 
each day as they enter and leave. Gradually, the 
Cuban workers have been replaced by Jamaicans 
who live on the base. 


KG4-land is an excellent DX location for those 
who hold a valid Amateur radio license and who 
obtain a KG4 call issued by the base 
communications office. These calls are issued only 
to Hams who pay $1 to join one of the two base 
radio clubs, the Navy radio club, KG4AN, or the 
Marine Corps radio club, KG4AM. Such a call 
indicates you are a “Guantanamanian.”

John Kanode, N4MM, ARRL Director of the 
Roanoke Division was the guest speaker at our 
regular meeting on 10 September 1999. He said 
that the purpose of the ARRL’s Technology Task 
Force is to look at new technologies and their 
application to the amateur radio service. 


ARRL Roanoke Division Vice Director, 
Dennis Bodson, W4PWF, (who was our 1999 VWS 
Banquet speaker) was the principal focal point 
within the ARRL Board of Directors for the 
proposed spread spectrum rule changes. These 
came to fruition in the FCC’s release of the new 
rules about 3 weeks ago. 


A special collector’s edition of The ARRL 
Handbook for Radio Amateurs was announced in 
the October 1999 QST magazine. 


The National Weather Service will be operating 
a special event station on 27 November 1999, the 
last Saturday of the official hurricane season, and 
is offering a participation certificate for working 
it. 


The ARRL-sponsored DXCC Millennium 
(formerly DXCC 2000) contest will feature an 
award for working 100 stations during the year 
2000. Deleted countries and new entities not yet 
designated as ‘countries’ cannot be used to win 
these awards. The international community 
determines whether or not a particular land mass 
is a ‘country’ by 1) UN membership, 2) having an 
IARU society, or 3) having an official callsign 
prefix. 


In order to use more of the ham-assigned 
spectrum in the new millennium, the ARRL is 
extending the DX Challenge to all HF bands, 
adding one band every 6 months, starting with 20M 
and then going to 10M. The 40M, 80M and 160M 
bands are already in the award system. 


The FCC decision on license restructuring, 
which was to have been made this summer, 
probably won’t come out until the end of the year. 
The CW requirements will be retained, probably 5 
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wpm for the lower classes and 12 or 13 wpm for 
higher-class licenses. The number of license 
classes will likely be either 3 or 4. The recent FCC 
enforcement efforts to rid the 20M and 75M bands 
of repeat offenders seem to be working, and the 
10M band should be one of the next targets. 


The FCC’s Laurel, MD field office operates 
tracking equipment to pinpoint the location of an 
_ offender. Prosecution of only a few major cases 
each year should be sufficient to ensure compliance 
by most hams. The idea of the enforcement is not 
to punish but to urge compliance with the rules. 


One VWS member asked if the ARRL could 
help with the long and confusing Universal 
Licensing System (ULS), the FCC’s electronic 
filing for all types of communications licenses. It 
would be nice if hams could check into the ARRL 
web page and fill in a simple data entry screen with 
the required information. Then an ARRL computer 
could reformat the data into whatever is required 
by the FCC’s computer. John said it sounded 
interesting, but didn’t know if it was possible, and 
promised to pass the idea along to ARRL 
Headquarters. 


Boat Anchors: 


Pete Sypher, KC4SI, exhibited an air-cooled 
6623 transmitting tube manufactured by 
Westinghouse, with heavy braided leads and a 
cooling fin arrangement. He also showed another 
tube, an IMAC 2-150d high-current rectifier, 
featuring two parallel-connected diodes in a single 
envelope. His third exhibit was a cat’s whisker 
crystal set manufactured in 1960. He said that there 
were hams using crystal sets as their contest 
receivers. One modern refinement, a ‘bird dog’ (a 
modern transistor radio) was mounted on one end 
to locate weak signals to facilitate the tuning of 
the crystal set. 


Jim Richey, WA4URR, said he was rebuilding 
a Viking Ranger II and found an ID plate engraved 
with the name and military unit of the soldier who 
previously operated it. 
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Mike Steussy, AE4R, showed his newest 
acquisition, a Heathkit SB-401 SSB transmitter, 
given by VWS member Mac McClain, KC4IGS. 


At our regular meeting on 24 September 1999, 
Ted Cohen, N4XX, talked about the sunspot cycle 
and how we could produce our own short-term 
propagation forecasts. This talk was just in time 
because of the increase in HF activity expected this 
fall. Dr. Cohen, who is a noted expert in the fine 
art of ionospheric propagation, began with a 
general description of sunspots and their cyclical 
nature. He noted that the average cycle is about 
10.8 years in length and that the cycles are 
numbered beginning with the first one recorded 
by the Zurich Observatory around 1749. The 
current cycle, therefore, is number 23. 


He showed a ‘butterfly chart’ showing the > 
pattern of sunspots from the beginning to the end 
of the cycle (new-cycle spots are first seen at the 
middle solar latitudes, and the spots appear closer 
to the solar equator as the cycle matures). 


He next discussed what effect the Sun’s 
ultraviolet radiation has on the maximum useable 
frequency for DX contacts in the summer and 
winter. He mentioned another term not often used, 
the ‘lowest useable frequency’ which also controls 
our ability to communicate, and said that when the 
lowest useable frequency is higher than the 
maximum useable frequency, you would be better 
off sleeping or cutting grass since nothing will 
propagate (this is known as a ‘blackout’). 


His next topic was the part played by the 
various solar flux and geomagnetic indices, both 
local and global, in propagation forecasting, saying 
that for a given location you are trying to reach, 
readings of geomagnetic indices along the intended 
path, rather than global average, may be a better 
indicator. This is especially true for high-latitude 


paths on 160 meters. Dr. Cohen then described 


how, in conjunction with the propagation tables 
published in CQ magazine every other month, we 
can make our own forecasts for anyplace we want 
to call. He reminded us that if we found good 
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propagation on any given day, similar conditions 
would probably be repeated 27 days later, 
especially during the later years of a solar cycle. 


He continued with the topic of geomagnetic 
disturbances that disrupt propagation, especially 
in the areas around the poles (that is, the high- 
latitude paths). Solar flares can cause a sudden 
ionosphete disturbance (SID) as well as a lingering 
geomagnetic storm that will begin 24-36 hours 
later. In his concluding remarks, Dr. Cohen noted 
that the solar radiation that produces an intense 
geomagnetic storm is capable of destroying satellite 
solar panels and of damaging circuits in 
communication and other satellites. Also, long 
power lines (e.g., in Canada), which act as huge 
antennas, could experience high induced currents, 
with the result that the power grid may shut down. 


After Dr. Cohen answered a few questions from | 


the audience, Mike Steussy, AE4R, VWS program 
coordinator, thanked him and invited him back to 
speak about 160-meter communications. That 
program will be on 22 OCT 1999. 


Leading Edge: Kerry Kingham, WA4BQM, 
again asked for the early submission of articles and 
offered writing hints.

Completely revised and updated, this book 
provides information on sunspot activity, unusual 
propagation effects, forecasting tips, and do-it- 
yourself propagation predictions.
